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MANAGER FOR WASHINGTON 


A familiar idea bobs up again in Washing- 


ton, arousing interest and discussion as 
usual. It proposes to establish a genera! 
manager for all federal employes, with au- 
thority to overrule agency heads and meth- 
ods of handling personnel, but not meddling 
with policy. It is said to be fathered by 
Chairman Ramspcck of Georgia, of the 
House civil service committee, who has incu- 
bated the idea for several years, and the 
President is described as "interested." The 
general idea is better management and co- 
operation of the various units in the execu- 
tive department. 


This is indeed a concept noble in purpose. 


Whether it is also practical in execution is 
another question. Washington is a critter 
with one head and a thousand tails. From 
the time of the foundation of our govern- 
ment, conscientious and constructive-minded 
executives have been struggling to make all 
those tails wiggle in the same direction, with 
very incomplete success. 


To an outsider, most of the trouble seems 


to arise from an excess of offices and jobs, 
all using up space and getting in each other's 
way, and then building more offices and hir- 
ing more men, and so on without end, every- 
body creating more work for everybody else 
to do. At any rate, government has been 
and is now, and will presumably continue to 
be, the eternal miracle of civilization. It 
manages to survive and function in spite of 
everything.

There is no likeli- 
hood, however, of Americans copying the 
custom of Burmese movies, in which the 
lovers always stay at least six feet apart

DEFENSE "PLANTS 


When a war plant in Cleveland was opened 


to public view for the first time, last Sunday, 
55,000 people swarmed in to see it. The 
buildings and machinery covered 400 acres. 
They went everywhere and saw everything, 
and marveled at the immense power and 
variety of the weapons and the skill of the 
men who made them. It was such armies 
of industry, with their appropriate tools, 
that made the things that enabled the men 
using them to win the European war, and 
are now enabling them to win the Japanese 
war. Men and tools and fighting materials 
are inseparable. 


It is good for civilians to acquaint them- 


selves, as well as they can with every pos- 
•ible phase of the war, so that they may 
understand better the labors and problems 
of the righting men. In this way all who arc 
engaged in the war come closer, in spirit and 
effort, to constituting one great team. 


Even if Hitler has escaped in disguise, he 


could not stay hidden very lonjr. For one 
thing, no power on earth could keep him 
from talking.

Four Freedoms In that. The Declaration by the 
United Nations docs say that the United Nations, 
". . . focinx convinced that complete victory over 
their enemies to defend life, liberty, independence 
and religious freedom, 
and 
to 
preserve1 human 


riKhts and justice in their own lands as well as in 
other lands. . . . " 


It is possihle to squeeze out of that some sup- 


port for freedom of the press. 
Incidentally, the 


Declaration by the United Nations, was signed by 
Soviet Russia, as well as 
bv 
Poland, Czecho- 


slovakia, Yugoslavia, .imonc others. 


Comes the end of the European war, and free- 


dom of the press is subjugated even as is the Nav.i. 
J'oday, In spite of telephone, telegraph, radio, tele- 
type, television and all the tricky inventions of 
science, much of Eurn|x> is as cloyed and black as 
Africa when Livinuston was lost there. No Amer- 
ican or British newspaper correspondents are per- 
mitted to enter areas which American troons con- 
quered. 


In fact, there are today a lame number of 


American Iwys in Poland who arc prisoners of war 
captured by the Nazis and left in prison camps 
which fell lo the Russians. The fact that these 
Americans have not been released, in spite of our 
willingness to take them out hy plane if no other 
means of transportation is available, convinces me 
truly a suspicious person, that they arc being held 
as hostages pending British and American recog- 
nition of the Lublin government. This business has 
been hush-hush, hut the parents of those prisoners 
of war ought to ask why American reporters can- 
not go into those camps to ilnd out what lias hap- 
pened to their sons. 


The American press is too generous in its atti- 


tude toward the world news black-out which can 
nave no justification now that this country is at 
war with no nation in Europe. There can he no 
justification for continued military censorship in 
ihe areas pur troops now hold or in I he areas which 
our troops, our arms, our planes, our Lmd-Leasc 
wh.»T t00!?

Business fell 
nlo what \vc may properly call 
a drastic permanent depression. 


This new way of life shook 


down into the feudal system. In 
he feudal period, power 
was 


based on control of the land and 
lie serfs who worked it. And for 
centuries thereafter real power 
wis organized around Ihe hrredi- 
ary, land-holding, aristocracies of 


Europe. There continued to be an 
aristocracy, but it was a very dif- 
ferent one from the prosperous 
Roman Days. 


The discovery of America and 


of silver and gold which flowed 
from the mines of Mexico and 
Peru, plus the reopened trade with 
the East Indies, upset this feudal 
system. An economic and indus- 
trial revolution, with its political 
counterpart, the French Revolu- 
tion, followed. This undermined 
the power of the landed aristo- 
cracy everywhere. Private enter- 
prise, private capital, industrial 
and mechanical achievement again 
opened the field of economic op- 
portunity to the individual. Again 
the accumulation of wealth be- 
came the road to power. Our 
country grew up and attained its 
outstanding position in the world 
under this system. 


Freedom or Security 


First formulated by Marx, so- 


cialist economy came to flower in 
the Russian Revolution following 
World War I. The essence of it is 
the exchange of freedom for a 
government-promised 
social 
se- 


curity. Sad to say, too many peo- 
ple in this country seem to prefer 
an artificial security even at the 
cost of freedom. 


This social revolution has al- 


ready engulfed most of Europe 
and is hammering at our gates

This is tlic hurricane season for 


the United Nations, and is an es- 
pecially trying -time for the Big 
Three upon whom falls the brunt 
of the task of keeping the Allied 
ship on a fairly 'even keel. The 
end of the Hitlcrian war has in- 
tensified cross-winds which had 
been developing: The Polish ques- 
tion,

Yugoslav claims 
to 


Italian and Austrian territory, the 
problems attendant on the occupa- 
tion of Germany, the generally 
disrupted condition of the Bal- 
kans, the activities of the Com- 
munist celts throughout Europe. 


It's no exaggeration to say that 


the next few months will repre- 
sent the most dangerous period 
which the Allies arc likely to en- 
counter. We must deal with these 
cross-winds promptly. 


If fate projects a split among 


the Big Three—which heaven for- 
bid—it probably will come in this 
early danger period. 11 we can 
pass through that safely, then the 
sailing 
should 
be 
increasingly 


good. 


There arc numerous factors en- 


tering into this danger-period but 
the most important are 
these: 


Mutual suspicions of political and 
economic intentions, and Hie fact 
that the Russian 
and British 


spheres of inn'iii.'ncc are under- 
going radical changes ns the Red 
tide advances westward and cov- 
ers zones over which John Bull 
and France heretofore have held 
sway. 


The 
Yugoslav difficulty Illus- 


trates the point very well. Yugo- 
slavia comes within Russia's new 
zone of influence and it's a fair as- 
sumption that this fiery Balkan 
state's 
politico-military 
leader. 


Marshal 
Tito, 
in 
making his 


claims would act in a manner 
whirh he thought would be ac- 
ceptable to Moscow. If this as- 


sumption is correct, then it's logi- 
cal to conclude that Tito was in- 
spired by Moscow to adopt a 
conciliatory attitude in face of the 
Anglo-American opposition to his 
occupation of the disputed ter- 
ritory. Anyway, one hopes that 
this is what happened, for it would 
be a good sign. 


Another 
concrete 
illustration 


cropped up yesterday when the 
Russian commentator • "Observer," 
writing in the Moscow newspaper 
Izvcstia, declared a report that 
the Soviet Union was .seeking 
Korea,. Manchuria and Formosa 
was "irresponsible slander by per- 
sons of unclean conscience." "Well 
now, 
Russia', hasn't 
made 
any 


claim to these, territories but 
either there is a "suspicion" that 
she wants them or somebody is 
deliberately 
trying 
to 
make 


trouble by spreading such a re- 
port. 


Well, so we could go on but it 


all adds up to this: The greatest 
service the forthcoming meeting 
of President Truman. Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Premier Stalin 
can render will be to iron out the 
suspicions, and the causes of the 
suspicions.
